ing abstracts relative to tho state farm. 


WOBKHOOSE. 


The workhouse and house of correction is 


now completed with the exception of some 
portions of tho exterior, and will be occupied 
sometime during the coming month, or as 
soon as the necessary furniture can lie pro- 
cured. It has been finished in; the most 
thorough and substantial manner, is heated 
entirely by steam, is provided with hot and' 
cold water, bath rooms, &e., and. it is be- 
lieved, will furnish all the room, conveni- 
ences and security that may be required. 
The entiro amount charged to this building 
up to January 1, 1874, is $04,670 14. 
This 


does not inclurt"! the labor done by the in- 
mates of the workhouse, in digging cellars, 
furnishing stone, painting, carp-entering. Ac. 
The value of the building has been appraised 
at §100,000, by tho committee appointed to 
tako an inventory of the property" of tho 
state farm. 


WORKSHOP. 


Tho new workshop stands in tho rear of 


the new workhouse, at a distance of sixty 
feet. It is one hundred and eighteen feel 
long, by fifty foot wide, two mid one-half 
stories high, with a large and high cellar for 
the storage of vegetables. At tho end near- 
est to the workhouso are the boiler and en- 
gine rooms, separated from the lower work- 
room and from each other by brick parti- 
tions. In tho boiler-room are threo tubular 
boilors of an aggregate capacity of about 
one hundred aud twenty horse power. 
Two 


of these furnish steam for heating tho work- 
house, and tho third is for power. 
The cost 


of the workshop, including a coal shed built 
between it and the workhouse, and also in- 
cluding tho boilers, flues aud pump, has 
been $2.~>,31a 85. 
Its appraised value is 


£20,000. 


LArjNDKT AND HOSPITAL. 


The laundry has baeu placed in a sepa- 


rate building which adjoins the workshop. 


It is heated by steam, aud has three 


power washing machines, nine soapstone 
tubs, a centrifugal wringer, stonrn starch 
kettle, drying frames heated by stenn}, and 
a sis horse power upright engine.^ Ample 
room and apparatus are also provided for 
ironing. 
Tho cost of the laundry has been 


$8,449,32, audits appraised value is,?!),000. 
The additional cost on account of change of 
plan has been $4,000. 


Tho hospital has been built according to 


the plans for the purposes mentioned iu the 
last report. 
It is sixty-four feet long by 


thirty feet wido, ono story high, and is 
uileiinnlu to the present -wants of tho insti- 
tution. 
Only cases of contagious or infec- 


tious disease, or such as it is necessary to 
isolate, will bo treated here. 
Tho coat has 


been 85.201,80audit will requireabout $1, 
SOO to finish it, as tho inside, woodwork aud 
plumbing have not yet been put in.

March of ivies, 1 have had the good hick te 
Hud a vast number of extninelj distinct and 
beautiful Tarieries. Alac ! alaa ! alai ! some 
of the wild ivies refused to be cultivated. 
I would not hope to be believed were I to 
tell the full story of my Jhwt ivy hunt, al- 
though I could go into court upon it, having 
as witnesses »t my side my friends Mr. Al- 
fred and Mr. Edward Blocombe, who were 
sketching iu North Wales when I was there 
last, and caught the hcderomania from me, 
and "wont in" for ivies with a zeal that al 
most frightened me. 
Wo did search the 


Snowdown district to bo sur«, and I sent 
home enough seeding plants and cuttings' to 
make nt least fifty new varieties; *™1 when 
they were established in the garden, there 
mint have bcou at least L',<H» plants in all 
The end of my selecting from this batch wss 
that I found about six worthy of names ami 
places; the rest had lost their character, and 
wore of no value at all. * * * The lobes 
the veins, the blotches, the gold, the silver 
and the bronze that characterized them as 
they grew iu tuo dump woods of Snowdouia 
disappeared after they had dwelt for a sea 
son in "StoksNewiugton." 


Probablv many of your readers have soon 


Conway Castle. 
It is one of our North 


Wales lions, and one of the finest ruins in 
this country. It is clothed with a grand 
growth of ivy, much of it richly variegated

of the town to the open country, in which a 
rery curious ivy grows, and this, too, it 
prettily variegated.

pass that opens to the "Dry Valley," beyond 
Conway mountain, there is a 
stoiio bridge 


covered with a lovely growth of variegatet 
ivy. We secured samples of al! these am 
many more, and they wore inndo into goot 
plants and carefully treated, and at the oud 
of three years they were all common looking 
green leaved ivios, not worth the ground 
they occupied, and a burlesque upon the en 
thusiasm that had been wasted on them. 


"Ivy will grow iu any soil, and .His so 


hardy that it may be planted with safety in 
an garden in th« British Islands, even in 
any garden in the British Islands, even i: 
the extremes! and bleakest of the 
Scottish 


Isles. But it is properly a temperate: zon 
plant; it is not run far toward the Tol« o 
the Equator; aud the only soil in which i 
becomes a wanton, sportive and gloriott 
weid, is the mountain limestone. * * Ot 
a cold day my coriacea [the regtieriaua o 
heart leaved ivy] grows slowly, and is some 
times killed back t\ fow inches by winte 
frost. 
. On a dry, snudy or limestone .soil, it grow 
fast,aud makes enormous leaves, and th 
severest frost never leaves a mark upon it 
liy clncrca, (the "himilaiea" of the books 
suffers every winter on the cold clay o 
Stoke Newiugtou; but on the sandy soils o 
Cambridge, where the winter is actuall 
more severe, it is unhurt iu an ftvarago wir 
tor. 


Mr. Hibberd roforti to his monograph o 


the ivy, in which ho hns figured mid descrit 
od sixty-Itvo distinct varieties, after cancel 
ing one hundred and thirty-five varieties 
so-called, which had no permanent specia 
character. This was a labor of many years 
and should be in request among th 
lovers hore. 


The true varieties, including some of th 


most beautiful variegated ones, 
difforiu 


from each othor in habit, and iu sizes, sltap 
aud color of loaf in an astonishing way, ar 
yet, many of them, entirely constant, 
j 


few of the more delicate variegations ar 
sometimes tost if the plant is turned out int 
the open ground under an American summo 
sun, while the "marmorata" varieties gro 
more rampart and Imudsomer with n fa 
portion of sunshine. 


We can gleau tin important lesson fron 


Mr. Hibbord's paper, with regard to th 
culture of the ivy. It flourishes best i 
sandy,'or upland, calcareous soils, where 
foliage is kept moist by woods oij dam 
walls. Perhaps no plant is more general 
cultivated hore in pots than the ivy. It 
well to remember that it needs a porott 
well-drained soil, containing lime in sorn 
form, perhaps old plaster, possibly bon 
dust. 
An occasional watering with I'm 


water might bs useful, but all excess of 
water applied to the root must bs avoided. 
Meanwhile the more water which con bo 
applied to the foliage tho better,whether by 
washing or sprinkling or in the form of 
vapor. 


Sir. Hibberd makes tho curious remark 


that ivies planted in a cold clayey soil aro apt 
be winter killed. This gives the hint, care-- 
fully to underdrain an outdoor ivy bed !B 
this climate. 
We remember in this Con- 


nection, that tho varieties of the American 
grape which 
ore called "tender," often 


appear as hardy as tho hardiest when plant- 
ed on a hill-side or in thoroughly' .trained 
ground.
